What is a Cyclone? 


"The 
term 
cyclone, 
scientifically 


speaking, is a general one," said Mr. 
Bartlett in introduction. "It should not 
be confused with tornado, which'is prop- 
erly applied only to special, very des- 
tructive local storms. Cyclonic storms 
include the areas of low barometric pres- 
sure charted daily on the weather map, 
the destructive hurricanes and typhoons 
of the tropics, and also tornadoes. These 
storms all have the same general struc, 
ture, though they differ i narea and 
strength. The- air (lows spirally inward 
on all sides toward a center of low pres- 
sure, where it ascends. This ascending 
air, at high elevations, spreads outward 
and mixes with the high tipper currents 
of the atmosphere.. As the air currents 
move inward at the surface of the earth 
they become more and more crowded 
together, and arc forced to move faster 
and faster. Their vwooity is also in- 
creased by the action of centrifugol force 
at the ccriter of tne storm which force*

perhaps 100,miles, and causing much des- 
truction by its.high winds and, upon the 
coasts, by the storm wuve which the 
violent inflowing winds heap up at the 
hurricane center; 


How Tornados Form. 


•'If we stii:. further concentrate our 


low pressure area or hurricane »o that 
its diameter is measured in thousands 
of feel instead of in miles, we have the 
tonmdo. In tins .storm we- find the typi- 
cal cyclonic spiral inflow of wind at the 
earth's surface, blowing down trees and 
buildings, the ascending current, at the 
center of such strength as to lift :ini- 
mals, timbers, and oven whole houses; 
and the out-spreading currents nbovo, 
dropping at some distance, away the ob- 
jects which have been carried up at the 
center. The tornado cloud is canned by 
condensation of moisture ill the ascend- 
ing air. as well as by dust drawn up 
from 
the 
ground. Tornados 
usually 


form in the southeast quadrant of a de- 
cidedly low pressure nreu, and are pro- 
ceeded by a very \varm, moist condition 
of the air. Like all cyclonic storms o! 
this latitude they move in an east or 
northeast direction, and their winds arc 
less violent on the north side. To avoid 
a tornado iron approaching from the 
west one should therefore run to the 
north nr northwest; if catiglU suddenly 
by the storm center, lie Hat upon the 
ground, in a ditch or hollow, and ns far 
.-is possible from treua and movable ob- 
jects.

1 have, met some men who state that he 
took the force when it was in poor shape 
and brought it, u to a high degree of 
efficiency. 
His men all liked him 
and

instances the criminals escaped, but it is 
claimed this is the case in all cities. I 
find that Chief Baker was very popular 
with all classes an*that in the main he 
\vas considered a1 model officer. He. was a 
soldier in the Spanish-American war, a 
prominent Klk and a member of other 
organizations. 
He resigned his position 


as chief of police because the council re- 
fused to increase his salary and was to 
have accepted a position at Mast Cincin- 
nati,"but owing to 'his family not desir- 
ing to live in that city, he threw it up.

dent Iloosevelt, and it is evident that 
the 
manufacturers who favor revision 


are convinced that they can best get 
action by beginning nt the top. 


\Vhat step the President "will take Is 


as yet problematical, but it is believed 
that Mr. Roosevelt is inquiring into all 
aspects of the question 
of 
immediate, 


legislation. The National Association of 
Maitin'iu-tiii'crs, which represents almost 
fifteen billions of capital, 
and 
which 


passed on May 22, 1007, resolutions de- 
claring in favor of a tariff commission 
to revise the tariff schedules and report 
to the President or to 
Congress,- has 


since that time been forcing the fighting. 


Its directors met in this city Saturday 


and took important action. 
The asso- 


ciation has a widely circulated organ in 
American Industries. 


The Tariff committee, of which Mr, 


Miles is chairman, has collected facts, 
many of which arc astounding, and will 
be prepared to open up a- sensationod 
battery fire as soon as the "stand pat- 
ters" show a desire to take up the dis- 
cussion. 


Only a hint was given to Mr. Miles 


in his interview of the material in the 
possession of his committee, but he laid 
stress on the schedules of the steel in- 
dustry and 
indicated by a threatening 


gesture the tremendous advantage en- 
joyed by the Standard Oil Company «t 
this stage of the contest. Mr. Miles is 
also president of the National Associa- 
tion of Implement und Vehicle Manufact- 
urers, whose members make every im- 
plement used in the making of every 
vehicle that carries them to market.

"Have you anything to

acted improperly in making recent tar- 
ills, and this can be shown clearly, if 
occasion arises.

fenced in land buck, but is compelled to 
start other proceedings in the courts to 
accomplish this. One intimation given 
out even inferred the government could 
not order these areas back into the pub- 
lic domain, this le^a] fencing having giv- 


en a colorable title, so that to recover 
it must stand its chances in the courts,'

area selected the length of time the laws 
prescribes each year what happens. Well, 
this happened, some official at Washing- 
ton scotches tins little game of honest 
folks trying to deprive the land thieves 
of their contemplated plunder by decid- 
ing school teachers 
cannot count the 


time they live on the claim as a part of 
the prescribed period required by law, 
because such time of living on the land 
is within their school vacation period and 
therefore cannot count. 


.lust how the government counts tho 


time even if actually spent, on the claim 
by the men not school teachers, and at 
what period in their lives, is not expluin- 
e;'.. Xo law prescribes how men phnll 
figure this time or how the government 
shall separate their time from their oth- 
er business.

If a school 
teacher takes up a claim in these Dako- 
tas and lives on that claim during the 
weeks of his or her vacation, in .ill con- 
science the government should let them 
possess land in peace. There is not a 
shadow of doubt but what millions of 
acres of the Jincst land in this cor.ntry 
have been taken up by rank swi'.idiin2% 
aided and abetted by rank court decis- 
ions and indifference of previous nation- 
al administrations. So that with Amer- 
ican school teachers willing to actually 
live upon their claims two months in 
etnch year for the prescribed ycSr, and 
the vast majority fully intending to 
thereafter live upon the claim there is no 
good reason why the government should 
not give these teachers.their chance. 


As a mere remark what is the mutter

Illinois (aid 


other stales are on tlie trail and able 
congressmen harking to Ihcir constitu- 
ents or what seems from the noise to be 
from constituents, are embarking; their

and 
their energy towards im- 


piessing the rest of the country upon 
the sac-redness nud the great importance 
of these deep waterways. 


The west now has numbers of canals 


built at a large expense, and today use- 
less, for railroad competition and other 
things mostly- incoinpetency and job- 


bery, have ran them into a condition of 


j innocuous desuetude. 
Eastern states 


1 have 
passed 
through the same exper- 


| ience, nnd should the general government 
| be wheedled into spending millions on 
; waterways, the results will be just the 


I same as before. Until the courts and 


i the commerce commission will properly 


j-ecognizo water ways as competitors, not 
much help can be had from this source 
on the lines so predicted now by the job- 
bists and politicians. It is held that 
railroads in competing with water travel 
may do sundry things the law forbids 
them to do at all, iv-ith the result the 
railroads do the waterways. 


Yet navigable waterways are great 


factors in development and encouraging 
interim! trade. Water*ays connecting 
navigable waters are immensely valuable 
as is tin? Sturgeon Bay canal of ourfl con- 
necting Green Bay with Lake Michigan. 
The Sault Ste Marie canal is a tremen- 
dous factor in commerce. And' there are 
others of similar importance, but still all 
this does not mean the government is to 
construct deep vntonvaya, barge canals 
running from lake to river, other forms 
of water projects, for this internal work 
purely belongs to the states to do, at 
least it should. Thus if Wisconsin in- 
sists for its glory and greatness it must 
have a. deep canal connecting the Miss- 
issippi with the lake it should put up 
for the big job and the same way with 
Illinois which is putting up more holler 
to the square foot than any other state 
in the union. 


New York went to work and instead 


of besieging congress and annoying well 
meaning congressmen and senators, pro- 
ceeded to qnictiy conduct a campaign 
whether or not to construct a deeper can- 
al than the Eric connecting the lakes 
with the Hudson river. 
The. cost' was 


placed at $101,000.000, and in a very full 
vole the people decided in the, affirma- 
tive and consequently New York is to 
construct a barge 
canal with 
ample 


depth to float lake loaded barges from 
lake to salt water, "/ith river channels 
proper very likely the government has 
all to do, provided such are navigable in 
the legal and official sense. 


Therefore if the northwestern influ- 


ence can induce congress to deepen and 
keep deepened 
the 
Mississippi 
river 


from Minneapolis to the sea, it is a 
legitimate influence and legitimate on 
part of the government to do. By the

river, it will be absolutely requisite to 
tirst clean out the Missouri river several

S OUTHEHX BARBARISM 


A recent case wherein a clerk of the 


court in Houston county, Alabama, sent 
u. young girl to prison for twenty years 
wherein the sentence WRS for twenty 
months, is receiving general notice, and 
of course escape* all punishment for his 
awful error, but the lesson taught is that 
Ihe wardens of prisons should have cer- 
tified copies from the committing judge 
himself. In- this ease the poor girl died 


i before the end of her term, and because 


of loudly assorting a mistake had been 
made tho authorities severely punished 
hcr'e.vcry time a complaint was made. 
No effort was over made to ascertain if 


the girl h'ad any cause for, complaint, and 
the 
helpless victim 
suffered 
horribly 


nineteen long years before merciful death 
came to her relief. 


This tale of horror eclipses anything 


that ever has come from the cruelty 
stories told of Illinois state institutions. 
No other record in this country has ever 
been made public that can equal this 
sample cose of southern barbarism. 
It 


j must be understood that this young girl 


j was not imprisoned in the sense of the 


word 
women in our northern 
prisons 


would be imprisoned and with reasonable 
forms of labor, and shortened terms for 
good behavior and an opportunity to have 
looked into any complaints. This child, 
for this is all the wan, was confined and 
compelled for long years to work, not in 
a prison yard, but down in an Alabama 
mine. Compelled to labor at tasks ninny 
men would find hard, abominably treat- 
ed, poorly fed, horribly punished with 
every complaint she made, n:ncteen long 
years of horror was passed and the vic- 
tim 
passed into 
eternity 
under 
the 


weight of her awful burden. 


It seems just a short time before her 


death some newspaper printed some ac- 
count of the case, and this attracting 
the attention of a number of persons 
who recalled the original sentence of 
twenty months, the matter was taken 
up and a committee examined into the 
case. The prison authorities in this case 
deserve an exemplary punishment for 
the ignoring of the appeals of the victim, 
and an additional punishment for pun- 
ishing the girl for making complaints. 
Southern barbarism, hard physical labor 
in a southern coal mine for young gins, 
nnd the disgrace of it all, but Alabama 
doesn't even blush. 


LOOKING FOB SOMETHING DEFINITE 


If Mr. H. E. Miles has been reported 


correctly he favors a revision of the tar- 
iff not at some indefinite period but, at 
a. period sufficienlly near, to indicate 
something more to the purpose than a 
showing of political lenders. Mr. Miles 
made one of a party of prominent men 
who not long since visited the president 
at his summer home and at luncheon the 
tariff was discussed. Among those pres- 
ent wus Senator Hopkins and at the 
conference the Illinois senator it is 1111- 
dorslood with others favored waiting un- 
til the assembling of the congress after 
Ibis, or after the next presidential elec- 
tion. 


Mr. Miles however is desirous of hav- 


ing something done more to the purpose 
as showing beyond doubt that tariff re- 
vision by the time the congress after 
this has assembled will have assumed 
some definite form. To this purpose he 
favors the next congress meeting in 
December, appointing a tariff commis- 
sion who in the meantime will take tes- 
timony pro and con, examine utatistics 
on their own account, formulate in fact 
changes, and in fact substantially sub- 
mit to congress a new revised tariff. 


It is in tact tariff commission with 


perhaps being given more powers than 
is usually the case, and if this plan is 
adopted it will certainly give a form 
ar.d a substance to tariff revision that 
e*n not hut be of the most valuable aid 
to the Republican party in its coming 
presidential campaign. Mr. Miles, how- 
ever is not a politician, and therefore is 
practical, and at the snme 
time 
this

AN OCKAX TRUST 


The interstate commission has a ques- 


tion before it of mucri importance. This 
is a complaint made by the Cosmopoli- 
tan Shipping company of Philadelphia 
charging the Hamburg-American line of 
operating a trust.
